WHY IT HAS BEEN LONG DELAYED 


A Contract That the Berlin Bridge 


Company Did Not Want to Carry 


Out.

Part of the long-delayed Mam street 


bridge is in North Adams and is on a car 
on the Boston & Albany tracks It is 
consigned to the Berlin Bridge Co , North 
Adams, Mass, It came without any no- 
tice being given to the city authorities 
who are responsible for the bridge bnild- 
1ag, and only indirectly did Commissioner 
Hunter lea in that it was in the Boston <L 
Albany yards, 
fgf 


The part of the bridge now received 


here is the railing and ironing for the 
Bide walks of the bridge. The girders for 
the bridge are completed and have been 
shipped. 


A letter was received today saying that 


the bridge was finished and had all been 
shipped, and that workmen.would be here 
early next week to begin putting it in 
place. 
Lally & Co. have the order to 


transfer the bridge from the depot to the 
abutments so long waiting it. 


The 
secret 
of 
the 
long delay of 


the Berlin Bridge Co. and the 
con- 


sequent annoyance to the city is just 
this That company took the contract at 
too low a figure. They would like to 
have been relieved of fulfilling their 
agreement at the figure accepted. 


Accoidingly, with the hope of wearing 


out the city authorities' patience till the 
order would be finally countermanded in 
disgust, the Berlin Bridge Co. delayed, 
without a word of explanation to the 
city's authorities 
Under legal advise- 


ment the commissioner of public works 
wrote no letters to the company urging 
haste, or even inquiring as to the state of 
the work, although, it is behev ed, means 
have been found to know what was or 
was not being done bj tht T-idge people. 
Lawyers Thayer and Couch both deemed 
this silent course advisable in view of a 
possible law suit when settlement with 
the company came to be made. 


But now that the bridge is here, a long- 


suffering public will be relieved and the 
Hoosac will once more be spanned by a 
safe and secure way. 


The forfeit of f25 a day for each day the 


bridges as delayed beyond the contract 
time now amounts to about $1500, and the 
city authorities expect the bridge com- 
pany to meet this loss, and will deduct it 
from the contract price when settlement 
is made.

THE LOCAL RESULTS. 


Republican Candidates Win In All 


Cases. Reed Left Far Behind 
Magenis. Richardson Ahead. 


The election Tuesday resulted locally ; 


very much as was expected. The vote 
was very light owing to the rainy weather. 
Last year, which was 
of 
course 


exceptional, the vote polled was 3,078. 
This year the vote fell to 2,337, making a 
difference of,741 votes in the city. 


The day was practically without no- 


ticeable features. The contests went on 
with little or no friction aa far as the peo- 
ple could see. The campaign dodger was 
conspicuous by its absence, there being 
but one issued by the friends of Mr. Ma- 
genis and some flyers in the interest of 
Henry B. Burdlck of Adams, who ran for 
the office of register of deeds on the Dem- 
ocratic ticket. The rainy day made cov- 
ered conveyances an ever present feature 
at the polling booths and these vehicles 
favored the getting of some voters to the 
polls quietly by the parties interested. 


The result of the election in the imme- 


diate vicinity was all that could have 
been desired by the Republican nominees. 
And the whole county vote wax as satis- 
factory. In the local field John E. Ma- 
genis was returned to the legislature over 
his competitor, Joseph P. Reed on the 
Democratic ticket. 


Col. Frank S. Richardson was elected to 


the legislature by a very handsome,vote) 
for which no effort was made, and in the 
cleanest campaign that has been con- 
ducted in this city. He was given * plu- 
rality ot 37, which attests his popularity. 
Mr. Reed did not make as good a run as 


h'e friends expected. He was left 572 
votes behinc1 Mr. Magenis. John Schrei- 
berwas given ttc complimentary vote of 
410. 


There was some interest in the con 


sional matter though the outcome was 
not a moment In doubt. This city gave 
George P. Lawrence a majority of 954 and 
his lead in the district is estimated at 
5,600. Mr. Whittlesey was elected to 
the senate to succeed Mr, Lawrence and 
his lead is about 1,750. 


W. B. Plnnkett was handsomely remem- 


bered by the voters of the councillor dis- 
trict. He has been elected by a majority 
of something like 9,590. 
The vote for 


governor shows the great strength of 
Wolcott. 


In the register of deeds contest Mr. 


Safford of Adams, the Republican nomi- 
nee, was elected over Mr. Burdick and 
Mr. Merchant, both of Adams. AH of 
the candidates, having their homes in 
Adams, made the voting on the register 
a very lively matter in that town. 


In the second and third representative 


districts the Republican nominees were 
victorious. 
Mr. Hall of Willlamstown 


had no opposition and was returned to 
the house with a very fine vote. Repre- 
sentative Antbony in the other district 
was elected over his opponent,Mr. Morin, 
by a nice lead. Mr. Morin's vote was 
something that he should be proud of.
